Coal  mining  is  the  chief  industry  in  the  area.  Towards  the 
end  of  the  vear  better  time  was  worked,  but  the  extension  of 
mechanisation  in  pits  is  reducing  the  number  of  men  required. 

There  are  no  occupations  in  the  district  which  appear  to 
have  a  prejudicial  effect  on  the  health  of  the  workers. 

The  total  insured  population  in  the  district  is,  approximately 
5,250,  and  during  the  year  512  were  totally  unemployed.

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The  main  objects  of  Welfare  Centres  are  the  maintenance 
of  health,  the  prevention  of  causes  that  lead  to  ill-health,  the 
detection  of  abnormalities,  and  the  teaching  of  mothercraft.  They 
are  not  intended  for  the  treatment  of  acute  disease,  and  therefore, 
children  requiring  anything  beyond  very  minor  treatment  are 
referred  to  their  own  doctors. 

The  Clinics  have  been  well  attended  throughout  the  year. 
The  Forest  Town  area  is  rapidly  developing  and  as  a  result  the 
attendances  at  that  Clinic  have  markedly  increased.

MIDWIFERY  AND  MATERNITY  SERVICES. 

The  area  continues  to  be  served  satisfactorily  by  three  County 
Midwives. 

The  question  of  the  provision  of  greater  and  more  satisfactory 
accommodation  for  ante-natal  and  complicated  maternity  cases 
is  now  having  consideration  by  the  County  Council. 
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ANTE-NATAL  CENTRE. 

The  percentage  of  mothers  who  gave  birth  to  children  during 
the  year  and  who  attended  the  ante-natal  centre  was  approximately 
46.4.  Midwives  are  encouraged  to  send  cases  to  the  clinic  and  a 
report  is  sent  to  the  midwife  concerned  regarding  each  case.

POST  NATAL  CLINIC. 

Post  Natal  cases  are  seen  at  the  close  of  the  ante-natal  session. 
It  has  not  yet  been  necessary  to  establish  a  separate  clinic. 


ULTRA  VIOLET  RAY  CLINIC. 

The  arrangements  made  in  November,  1928,  for  the  treatment 
of  infants  and  children  of  not  more  than  five  years  of  age  at  the 
Sherwood  Colliery  Company's  Clinic  under  the  medical  supervision 
of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  continued  until  August,  when  the 
Colliery  Company  closed  down  their  clinic.  Consideration  has 
been  given  of  various  schemes  to  continue  this  useful  service, 
and  at  the  present  moment  negotiations  are  being  held  with 
Mansfield  General  Hospital  to  enable  our  patients  to  receive  Sun 
Ray  treatment  there. 
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DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION  CLINIC.

ORTHOPAEDIC  TREATMENT. 

All  cases  requiring  orthopaedic  treatment  are  referred  to  the 
orthopaedic  clinic  provided  by  the  Mansfield  and  District  Ortho¬ 
paedic  Guild  at  the  Mansfield  Hospital.  The  Council  subscribe 
£40  per  annum  to  the  Guild.  In  addition,  this  Council  has  helped 
during  the  year  towards  the  cost  of  splints,  etc.,  in  necessitous 
cases. 

A  total  of  292  attendances  were  made  by  cases  referred  from 
the  Infant  Welfare  Centres  in  1938,  as  against  229  in  1937.  Arrange¬ 
ments  can  also  be  made  (directly  or  indirectly)  for  the  admission 
of  approved  cases  into  the  Harlow  Wood  Orthopaedic  Hospital 
for  in-patient  treatment. 

Excellent  results  have  been  obtained  by  the  Surgeon,  Mr. 
Malkin,  and  his  assistants,  in  all  cases  referred  to  the  Orthopaedic 
Clinic. 


SUPPLY  OF  MILK  AND  FOOD  TO  NECESSITOUS  CASES. 

A  sum  of  £99  was  expended  during  the  year  on  the  supply 
of  free  milk  and  infant  foods,  on  medical  grounds,  to  necessitous 
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cases.  The  supplies  were  issued  on  the  lines  laid  down  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health,  and  an  assistance  form  showing  the  income 
of  the  family  from  all  sources  has  to  be  completed  in  every  case 
and  signed  by  the  parents.  All  mothers  in  attendance  at  the 
infant  centres  can  purchase  dried  milk  and  infant  foods  at  cost 
price.

RETINOSCOPY. 

Arrangements  are  now  in  operation  whereby  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  will  examine  eyes  and  prescribe  glasses  for 
children  under  five  years  of  age  who  suffer  from  defective  vision 
and  squint.  Glasses  have  been  prescribed  for  9  children  during 
the  year  1938. 


INFANT  LIFE  PROTECTION. 

There  were  4  persons  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  the  year 
receiving  children  for  reward. 


17  Visits  were  paid  to  these  children  during  the  year. 
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NOTIFICATION  OF  BIRTHS  ACT,  1915. 

276  Births  were  registered  during  the  year,  the  corrected 
number  actually  belonging  to  the  district  being  298. 

283  Births  were  notified,  279  by  midwives  and  4  by  doctors. 
None  were  notified  by  the  parents  and  there  were  no  failures  to 
notify.  8  Stillbirths  were  notified. 


VOLUNTARY  HELPERS,  ETC. 

Sincere  thanks  are  due  to  the  ladies  who  have  given  such 
splendid  help  at  both  Infant  Centres.  They  have  contributed 
largely  to  the  success  of  the  Clinics  and  their  attendance  has 
been  much  appreciated. 

As  in  former  years,  Christmas  festivities  were  arranged  and 
the  work  of  your  Health  Visitor  in  connection  with  these  has 
again  been  most  valuable. 


EDUCATION  IN  HEALTH.

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SECTION  C— Sanitary  Circumstances  of 

the  Area. 


I  am  indebted  to  the  Surveyor,  Mr.  L.  Walker,  for  the  following 
notes  on  Water  Supply,  Sewerage  and  Drainage. 


Water  Supply. 

Water  is  supplied  in  bulk  to  the  Urban  District  by  the 
Mansfield  Corporation,  through  meters  from  their  mains  at  Debdale 
Road,  Forest  Town  Church,  Clipstone  Road,  Sherwood  Hall  and 
Yorke  Street,  and  the  Council  undertake  the  distribution  thereof. 

During  the  year  a  6-in.  connection  was  made  to  the  mains 
of  the  Corporation  at  the  Borough  Boundary  near  Yorke  Street 
and  connected  up  with  60  yards  of  6-in.  main  to  the  existing 
supply  mains  at  Leeming  Lane  and  Yorke  Street  with  a  consequent 
increase  in  the  pressure  in  the  existing  mains. 

It  is  hoped  during  the  next  year  to  further  extend  this  6-in. 
main  along  Leeming  Lane  to  the  junction  with  Mansfield  Road 
and  Morven  Avenue. 

The  supply  is  satisfactory  in  every  respect,  being  of  good 
quality,  constant  and  sufficient.  The  sources  of  supply  are  deep 
wells  sunk  into  the  bunter  beds  of  the  Trias  at  Clipstone  and 
Rainworth. 

During  the  year,  samples  of  water  taken  from  two  wells  . 
supplying  the  town  in  the  Littlewood  Lane  area  were  found  to 
be  polluted,  and  as  a  result,  200  yards  of  3-in.  main  were  laid 
and  a  public  supply  afforded  to  these  and  additional  property, 
the  supply  being  now  satisfactory. 
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In  addition  to  the  lengths  of  mains  referred  to  above,  the 
following  mains  were  also  laid  to  cope  with  building  development 
by  private  enterprise. 

Rushpool  Ridge — -3-in.  main  extended  for  a  distance  of  120 
yards. 

Fairfield  Estate — 3-in.  main  laid  for  a  distance  of  500  yards. 

In  connection  with  the  Council’s  Re-housing  and  General 
Housing  Schemes,  mains  were  laid  as  hereunder  during  the  year  : 

Oxclose  Lane  Estate — 75  yards. 

Forest  Town  (George  Street)  Estate — 160  yards. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  the  sanction  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health  has  been  received  for  further  extensions  to  water  mains 
as  hereunder  : — 

Peafield  Lane — 370  yards  of  3-in.  main. 

Crow  Hill  Lane — 90  yards  of  3-in.  main.

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

The  extension  of  the  sewerage  system  carried  out  during  the 
year  were,  in  respect  of  re-housing  and  general  housing  schemes 
of  the  Council,  as  hereunder  : — 

Oxclose  Lane  Housing  Estate — 625  yards  of  9-in.  sewer. 

Forest  Town  (George  Street)  Estate — 395  yards  of  9-in.  sewer. 

A  short  length  of  old  culvert  was  replaced  by  a  stoneware 
pipe  sewer  in  Station  Hill. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  sewers  were  laid  by  the  building 
owners  on  private  estates  and  which  were  connected  to  the  public 
sewerage  system,  as  hereunder  : — 

Rushpool  Ridge  Estate — 130  yards. 

Fairfield  Estate — 430  yards. 


SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 


Mansfield  Woodhouse. 

No  additions  were  made  to  the  existing  works  during  1938, 
but  early  in  the  year  the  works  became  affected  by  Colliery  sub¬ 
sidence,  and  the  defects  have  been  kept  under  constant  observation, 
and  levels  continuously  taken  since  first  reported. 

These  works  were  laid  down  and  completed  in  1935. 

The  number  of  properties  drained  into  the  Mansfield  Corpora¬ 
tion  works,  under  agreement,  was  511  on  December  31st. 


Forest  Town. 

This  area  is  drained  into  a  joint  scheme  with  disposal  works 
situate  between  Ollerton  and  Edwinstowe  and  takes  the  sewage 
from  the  above  portion  of  the  Urban  District  and  part  of  Edwinstowe 
within  the  Rural  District  of  Southwell.  On  the  31st  December, 
1938,  the  number  of  properties  connected  thereto  was  849. 


Pleasley  Vale. 

This  area  is  still  without  satisfactory  sewerage  and  Sewage 
Disposal  facilities,  although  the  matter  has  been  under  discussion 
between  the  three  Local  Authorities  and  the  private  Firm  owning 
the  mills  and  properties  in  the  area. 

There  are  approximately  36  houses  within  the  Urban  District 
which  discharge  sink  waste  direct  into  the  River  Meden,  and  the 
trade  waste  from  the  Worsted  and  Spinning  Mills  in  the  Meden 
Valley  is  also  discharged  direct  into  the  River. 

The  County  Rivers  Inspector  on  his  Review  of  5  years  work 
1933-1937,  says  in  connection  with  these  works  ; 
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“  At  this  mill  negotiations  are  proceeding  with  the  local 
authorities  concerned,  for  the  construction  of  a  joint  sewage 
disposal  works  for  the  treatment  of  the  sewage  and  trade 
waste  waters  from  the  mill  premises.  A  firm  of  consulting 
chemists  have  been  called  in  and  reported  on  the  steps  to  be 
taken  to  produce  a  combined  trades  waste  effluent  capable 
of  being  dealt  with  at  the  proposed  joint  sewage  works.  In 
consequence,  certain  alterations  have  been  carried  out ;  the 
soap  waste  from  the  bleaching  department  has  been  connected 
for  treatment  with  the  wood  scouring  waste  at  the  grease 
recovery  plant  ;  the  washing  and  rinsing  waters  from  the 
bleaching  department  have  been  connected  to  an  underground 
tank  ;  and  the  effluent  from  the  grease  recovery  plant  has 
also  been  connected  to  this  tank  for  purposes  of  dilution  and 
equalisation.  Plans  have  been  prepared  for  .the  conversion 
of  the  sanitary  arrangements  at  the  mill  to  the  water  carriage 
system,  and  the  conveyance  of  the  sewage  and  trades  waste 
to  a  point  where  they  can  be  picked  up  for  treatment  at  the 
proposed  joint  sewage  works.  After  approval  this  scheme 
has  to  be  submitted  for  discussion  with  the  local  authorities 
concerned  in  the  construction  of  the  sewage  works

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The  work  of  collection  removal  and  disposal  of  house  refuse, 
is  carried  out  generally  by  the  CounciTs  own  staff  and  transport 
under  the  supervision  and  control  of  the  Surveyor.

The  Tips  have  been  kept  in  good  order,  one  man  being  con¬ 
tinuously  employed  thereon.  The  levelling  up  of  a  portion  of 
the  playing  fields  with  dry  refuse  was  completed  during  the  course 
of  the  year.  1012  loads  being  tipped  by  lorries  and  146  by  horses 
and  carts. 

The  remainder  of  the  refuse  with  the  exception  of  that  from 
Pleasley  Vale  has  been  tipped  on  the  Candlemas  Cliff  Tip. 
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The  carting,  removal  and  disposal  of  house  refuse  from  Pleasley 
Vale  is  undertaken  satisfactorily  by  the  Private  Firm  who  own 
all  the  properties  in  this  area.

SANITARY  INSPECTOR’S  REPORT, 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Mansfield  Woodhouse  Urban 

District  Council. 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Second  Annual 

Report. 

Much  of  the  work  that  I  set  out  to  accomplish  during  the 
year  has  been  interfered  with  and  delayed  owing  to  time  being 
taken  up  in  the  additional  work  imposed  upon  me  by  Air  Raid 
Precautions.  I  was  also  absent  from  the  District  for  almost  three 
weeks  attending  courses  of  instruction  in  Anti-Gas  measures. 

Nevertheless  some  progress  has  been  attained,  and  though 
the  houses  inspected  and  repaired  are  fewer  in  number,  the  detailed 
renovations  are  more  extensive. 

New  legislation  during  the  year,  viz.  : — the  Factories  Act, 
1937,  has  caused  some  extra  work  in  preparation  of  registers  and 
record  cards,  but  most  of  the  actual  inspections  have  had  to  be 
carried  forward. 
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Food  inspection  entails  a  large  amount  of  evening  and  Sunday 
work,  and  milk  sampling,  early  morning  visits. 

I  desire  to  express  my  thanks  to  you,  Mr.  Chairman  and 
Gentlemen,  for  the  interest  and  support  you  have  shown  in  my 
work,  and  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  the  staff  of  the  Health 
Department  and  to  Officials  of  the  Council  in  general  for  their 
ready  co-operation.

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RATS  AND  MICE  (DESTRUCTION)  ACT,  1919. 

During  the  year  5  complaints  were  received  and  6  visits  were 
made  to  premises  for  the  purposes  of  abating  the  infestation. 


National  Rat  Week. 

As  in  previous  years  special  action  was  taken  during  Rat 
Week.  Publicity  was  given  to  the  necessity  of  ridding  all  premises 
of  rodents,  and  endeavouring  to  make  premises  ratproof.  Posters 
were  widely  displayed  about  the  district  and  circular  letters  and 
leaflets  setting  out  various  methods  to  be  employed  in  destroying 
rodents,  were  distributed  to  occupiers  of  premises  like  to  be  infested. 

Local  chemists  and  hardware  dealers  were  asked  to  co-operate 
by  advertising  and  displaying  suitable  baits,  poisons,  traps,  etc., 
for  the  destruction  of  rats  and  mice  ;  and  the  special  attention 
of  the  Allotment  holders  was  drawn  to  the  efforts  to  be  made 
to  rid  the  District  of  Rats. 

The  Local  Authority  again  employed  two  men  to  clear  the 
Refuse  Tips,  Sewage  Works  and  other  Council  premises,  and  a 
gassing  appliance  was  also  used  with  good  effect.  Over  200  rats 
were  accounted  for  during  Rat  Week  and  no  doubt  many  others 
died  in  their  runs  as  a  result  of  gas.  During  the  year  information 
was  received  of  a  total  of  477  rats  having  been  destroyed. 


SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

One  complaint  was  received  during  the  year.  This  was 
confirmed  and  the  owner  of  the  premises  advised  on  abating  the 
nuisance.  A  second  observation  was  taken  when  no  nuisance 
was  noted.

in  Section  108  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936.  It  is  hoped  that 
when  the  Byelaws  which  have  been  applied  for  are  confirmed 
and  become  operative,  that  a  great  improvement  in  the  carrying 
out  of  this  business  will  be  brought  about.

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In  cases  of  severe  infestation  the  H.C.N.  method  is  carried 
out  in  respect  of  Council  Houses  by  a  firm  of  Contractors,  and 
this  method  is  recommended  to  owners  of  verminous  properties. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  it  has  been  unnecessary  to  treat 
any  Council  House  by  this  method  during  the  year.  Two  privately 
owned  houses,  badly  infested,  were  satisfactorily  dealt  with  however. 

In  less  severe  cases,  eradication  has  been  obtained  by  the  use 
of  sulphur  gas  and  vermicidal  solutions,  applied  by  the  Council’s 
Staff,  and  in  all  cases,  bedding  and  clothing  is  removed  to  the 
Council’s  steam  disinfector  and  dealt  with  by  the  Council’s  staff. 

In  all  cases  of  removal  of  displaced  persons  under  the  Housing 
Acts  to  Council  Houses,  the  bedding  is  steam  disinfected  and  other 
furniture  subjected  to  H.C.N.  in  a  gas-tight  van.  The  whole  of 
this  work  is  carried  out  by  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department 
and  24  such  cases  were  dealt  with  during  the  year. 

The  premises  of  all  prospective  tenants  for  Council  Houses 
are  inspected,  and  if  found  to  be  verminous,  are  treated  in  a  similar 
manner  to  those  people  displaced  by  action  under  the  Housing 
Acts. 

Regular  visits  to  re-housed  tenants  are  paid  by  the  Health 
Visitor  and  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  special  attention  and 
advice  is  given  to  those  who  appear  to  be  in  need  of  same.  With 
very  few  exceptions  this  has  proved  to  be  successful  and  although 
some  houses  may  be  classed  untidy,  no  case  of  re-infestation  has 
occurred. 


OTHER  SANITARY  CONDITIONS. 


Mortuary. 

The  mortuary  and  post-mortem  rooms  have  now  been  com¬ 
pleted  and  have  already  proved  to  be  a  great  convenience. 
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A  complete  equipment  has  been  provided  for  post  mortem 
work. 


Schools. 

All  the  schools  in  the  area  are,  with  one  exception,  of  modern 
construction  and  well  equipped.  They  are  all  provided  with 
water  closets  and  the  public  water  supply. 

Co-operation  with  the  school  nurse  and  the  school  attendance 
officer  has  been  maintained  and  has  helped  in  controlling  the 
spread  of  infectious  disease.  It  was  not  necessary  to  close  any 
school  during  the  year.

No  use  has  been  made  of  films,  etc.,  to  increase  the  knowledge 
of  the  public  on  this  subject.  At  all  clinics  the  question  of  diet 
and  food  values  is  discussed  with  the  mothers. 

Shell  Fish  (Molluscum). 

Very  little  business  in  shell  fish  is  carried  out,  only  two  or 
three  shops  selling  muscles  as  a  side  line.  Their  supplies  are 
obtained  from  merchants  in  Mansfield,  who  are  supplied  from 
other  merchants  in  Boston,  Lines. 


SECTION  R— Prevalence  of,  and  Control  over, 

Infectious  Diseases. 


The  number  of  cases  of  notifiable  infectious  diseases  showed 
an  increase  over  the  preceding  year.  Under  the  Notification 
of  Infectious  Diseases  Act,  114  cases,  exclusive  of  Tuberculosis 
were  notified  as  against  69  in  1937,  and  55  in  1936. 

Progress  is  still  slow  in  the  provision  of  the  Infectious  Diseases 
Hospital  for  the  joint  areas.  Great  difficulty  was  experienced 
in  obtaining  hospital  accommodation  for  Scarlet  Fever  cases.  I 
am  indebted  to  the  Medical  Officers  of  Health  of  Mansfield,  Worksop 
and  Chesterfield  Rural  District,  for  admitting  cases  to  their  respective 
hospitals. 

A  report  of  the  Diphtheria  Immunisation  Clinic  will  be  found 
under  Clinics  in  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Section  of  the 
report.  There  are  no  general  immunisation  schemes  in  the  County, 
all  that  can  be  given  is  an  individual  immunity. 

No  use  has  been  made  of  the  Dick  Test  for  Scarlet  Fever  or 
of  measles  serum  for  prophylaxis. 

School  closure  was  not  advised  in  any  case  during  the  year. 
The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  attends  the  Public  Health  Depart¬ 
ment  for  half-an-hour  each  morning  and  the  headmasters  of  the 
schools  take  this  opportunity  to  send  suspicious  cases  for  examina¬ 
tion. 

Small  Pox. 

No  cases  of  this  disease  occurred  during  the  year. 
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Scarlet  Fever. 

74  Cases  occurred  during  the  year  as  compared  with  41  in 
1937  and  27  in  1936.  Whenever  possible  home  isolation  is  practised 
and  with  adequate  supervision  no  spread  of  infection  has  been 
' noted.  23  Cases  were  removed  to  hospital  during  1938.  No 
deaths  occurred. 

Diphtheria. 

16  Cases  occurred  during  the  year  as  compared  with  5  in  1937, 
and  17  in  1936.  9  cases  were  removed  to  hospital.  No  deaths 

occurred. 

Facilities  continue  to  be  provided  for  the  bacteriological 
examination  of  throat  swabs  at  Mansfield,  and  medical  practitioners 
may  obtain  supplies  of  diphtheria  anti-toxin  free  for  the  treatment 
of  cases. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 

2  Cases  occurred  during  the  year.  The  vision  was  unimpaired 
in  both  cases. 

Measles  and  Whooping  Cough. 

These  diseases  have  shown  the  usual  seasonal  prevalence.  No 
hospital  accommodation  is  at  present  available  for  severe  cases 
but  it  is  hoped  that  the  new  isolation  hospital  will  meet  this 
requirement.

The  Notts.  County  Council  undertake  the  testing  of  specimens 
for  Tubercle  and  Diphtheria  Bacilli  in  addition  to  all  bacteriological 
examinations  required  by  the  Venereal  Disease  Clinic.  These 
specimens  are  usually  sent  direct  to  the  County  Authorities  by 
medical  practitioners,  and  we  have  no  record  of  the  exact  number 
or  the  results  of  such  examinations. 

To  obviate  delay  in  the  receipt  of  the  reports  from  Nottingham 
in  connection  with  Diphtheria  specimens,  an  arrangement  was 
made  in  1926  with  the  Mansfield  Corporation  to  examine  such 
specimens.

The  total  number  of  names  on  the  Tuberculosis  Register 
on  the  31st  December,  1938,  was  150,  as  compared  with  153  at 
the  corresponding  period  for  the  previous  year.
